2. No further action will be taken or pending applications for January — - 
June 1950 and July — December 1950 m lespect of Non-Ferrous Metals now 
included in the Open Geneial Licence, excepi that any original documents sent 
by the applicants will be returned to them It should be noted that licence 
fees paid by the applicants are not refundable. 

3. It has, however, been decided that applications tor licences tor Non-Ferrous 
Metals mentioned in Public Notice No. 34-ITC (P. N.)/50 and also mentioned 
in Open General Licence No. XX, may now be entertained tor the period 
January— June 1951 under the Long leim Licensing Schemo. Such apulica- 
tions will be dealt with mutatis mutandis m accordance with the principles laid 
down iii that Public Notice for the issue of licences tor the period July — 
December 1950, the licences having a s-x months’ validity as from the 1st 
January 1951. 

4 As regards Non-Ferrous Metals included m Public Notice No. 34-ITC 
(P. N.)/50, dated the 14th June 195.0 but excluded from Open General Licence 
No. XX, licences will continue to be granted for the period July — December 
1950, as laid down in the said Public Not ; ce except that in respect of the 
following items licensing will now proceed as if the relevant entry in column 8 
of the statement attached to the Public Notice were as shown in the following 
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table, and am remaiks contained in column 9 of the statement against such 
pidr'es were deleted: —
